GRADE CROSSINGS. 


T. LOUIS has made material progress, in the 
S last few years, toward the abolition of all 

its grade crossings. Most of the crossings 
remain, but prospects for their early abolition 
seem better now than at any recent time. One such 
crossing, at, Compton avenue, recently has been 
spanned by a viaduct. 

Long before the World's Fair the Post-Dispatch 
urged grade crossing abolition as a _ necessary 
step in metropolitan development. The terrific 
Sarah street accident of June, 1904, when a Wa- 
bash World’s Fair train demolished a street car, 
killed seven persons and injured 21 others, re- 
sulted in a general movement for separation of 
track and street levels. 

Some grade crossing legislation was enacted 
during Mayor Wells’ term, but encountered ob- 
stacles in the courts. The Kreismann administra- 
tion took up the grade crossing problem, and 
found the chief problem to be the payment of 
consequential damages. The railroads contended 
that the city should pay these damages. | 

The Post-Dispatch took the position, in edito- 
rials, that it was better for the city to assume 
this expense than to prolong the existence of 
grade crosings. This has been the policy of the 
Kriesmann administration, but the Assembly has 
not been a unit on this matter, and ordinances 
were passed, in the Tower Grove crossing case, 





‘which placed the burden on the Missouri Pacific 


and Frisco Railroad Companies. These ordin- 
ances, which did not originate with the Board of 
Public Improvements, were recently overthrown 
by the decision of the State Supreme Court. The 
decision affirmed the city’s right to enforce grade 
separation, but virtually put the word “reason- 
able” into that declaration. 

When the Wabash Railroad was put into the 
hands of receivers, two of whom, W. E. Bixby 
and E. C. Pryor, were residents of St. Louis, the 
Post-Dispatch sought their opinions on the mat- 
ter, and found them heartily in favor of grade 
separation.

A complete investigation of the company’s phy- 
sical resources, and of the cost of its service, was 
made, extending over a period of several months. 
The commission figured, on the basis of this find- 
ing, that the company could profitably render 
general lighting current at a rate of 9 cents a kilo- 

watt hour. instead of the 12-cent charge which it 
then was making. 

An ordinance was drawn up by the commission, 
and enacted by the Municipal Assembly, fixing the 
rates on a 9-cent basis. The company at once 
took legal steps to resist the enforcement of the 
ordinance. ~ But before the courts had passed on 
the matter, A. C. Einstein, general manager cf 
the company, announced, late in 1911, a new and 
greatly reduced schedule. 

This new schedule was a somewhat complicated 
affair, but it was obviously a reduction from the 
12-cent rate. It fixed the rate between 6 and 11 
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notably the Fourteenth street line, 
have been abandoned. 

The old routings of cars were changed greatly 
after the consolidation in 1800, and reached sup- 
stantially their present arrangement after the ab- 
scrption of the Suburban lines, six years ago.

With the vote of only a few provinces miss- 
ing, the returns indicate the overwhelming elec- 
tion of Yuan Shai Kai as president for the fuil 
term under the new Chinese republic.

After that time they 
receive an increase of 10-per cent every three 
months until it reaches $2 a day. Supervisors re- 
celve from $2 to $3 a day.”

Austrian Nationality. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Some of the natives, as well as foreigners from 
different parts of the world, often ask them- 
selves, Is there such a nationality as Austrian 
and what language do they speak? Children tn 
the public schools of Austria will be able to 
answer this question from the historical stand- 
point that there is no such nationality as Aust-. 
rian. Yet it often occurs that a majority of our 
Croatian people, especially those born in the Aust- 
rian provinces Istria and Dalmatia, will deny this. 
When a stranger asks them what nationality 
they are, their answer will be, “We are Aust- 
rians.” (!) Why do these people give such an 
answer when that nationality is not in existence. 
It is evident to me what a stupidity it is to call 
oneself a nationality of which there was no origin 
or existence. But this is not all; they are form- 
ing societies under that name and feel proud of 
being Austrians. 
It seéms that they cannot comprehend this 
truth and take the name of Austria only from a 
fseographical standpoint, as a name of the empire 
alone, not referring to a certain nationality or 
tongue. If we take, for instance, the rest of our 
Slavonic race, who are also subjects of that 
same empire, we will find that they publicly pro- 
fess their real nationality and nothing else. 
Here, our Croatians can have a good “exampl! 
gratia” from our Slavonic brethren and see how 
impossible it is for the people of a sane mind 
to adopt that name in this new home of ours. 





What home rule might be, and, In fact, should 
be, is, perhaps, best illustrated in the home rule 
bill to be introduced this week in the New York 
Legislature by leaders in each house; a bill ap- 
proved by Tammany Hall, the Citizens’ Union, 
Mayor W. J. Gaynor, and a large number of civic 
organizations. By this bill, cities are given pow- 
er to buy, sell and lease property within and 
without the limits of the city, and acquire by 
condemnation real and personal property within 
the limits of the city for any public purpose 
(which would include subways, etc.), and the right 
to buy and sell anything whatsoever, to tax and, 
license without limitation, except as opposing 
general laws of the State (and, of course, to ex- 
empt from taxation certain forms of property to 
a large extent) and, in fact, all rights which at 
present can be granted only by the Legislature. 
The exercise of these laws is vested without limit 
in the officials now empowered by the New York 
City Charter, and if there is no such official with 
power, the Common Councils are empowered to 
Say with whom such power shall rest. One pro- 
vision of the bill is for a referendum of 10 per 
cent of the veters before any sale of land, or lease 
of city property, or granting of any. franchise 
can become effective, and forbids the establish- 
ment or purchase of public utilities without a 
referendum vote, whether or not the voters peti- 
tion for such action. The city is empowered to 
receive bequests of property outside the city lim- 
its. It has unrestrained right to tax real and per-, 
secnal property for any municipal purpose. [t can 
extend the use of publicly constructed, main- 
tained and operated public utilities to the inhabi- 
tents of adjoining territory. The bill is some- 
thing like home rule. Of course, if the Legisla- 
ture of Missouri should pass a public uttlities bill 
of such a character as would give the city the 
right of regulation of rates, purchase and opera- 
tion of public utilities in conjunction with the 
law for local control of the police, excise and 
clection functions, the two measures would ap- 
proximate somewhat the scope of the New York 
measure. It has been said at the Missour! Capitay 
that the public utilities bill now pending is mod- 
eled on the present New York law, which does 
not permit the acquisition and operation of pub- 
lic utilities, but if the legislators at the Missour! 
Capital really want to be in harmony with the 
spirit or sentiment of New York City, they should 
change the pending public utilities bill so as to 
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‘‘BEWARE THE IDES OF MARCH!”’

Optometrists of St. Louis and the 
State are working hard for the pas- 
sage of an optometry bill, which has 
been unanimously recommended by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee for 
passage and will come up in a day or 
two for engrossment. 

The bill is designed to protect the 
public from optical fakers who have 
been driven out of surrounding States 
through the enactment of similar leg- 
islation. 

Olive Abel, secretary and treasurer 
of the State Association of Optome- 
cBets, discussing the bill, says: 
*“Most of the States immediately 
surrounding Missouri have laws simi- 

to this one, and those fakers who 
dre now uhable to ply their nefarious 
Yocatiors in their own States flock 
irito our borders and do a vast 
Bees of injury. 
Much Injury Results. 
“These fakers prey upon the gulli- 
ghity of persons who find that their 
tsion is becoming impaired, and in 
ntost instances do them irreparable 
injury. The proper fitting of glasses 
is a mechanical science, and over 80 
per cent of all people who wear 
glasses go to a capable optometrist 
to have them properly fitted. 
‘However, this proposed measure, 
“ff enacted, would not interfere with 
the oculists’ rendering services when 
they are needed. ‘The’ measure pro- 
vides for a board composed of five 
capable optometrists, before whom 
ali those proposing to practice opto- 
metry shall appear and be given a 
thorough examination as to their 
qualifications,

ARCADIA GETS SIXTH 
DEMONSTRATION FARM 


Location of IJIron Mountain 
Railroad’s New Plot Is on 
College Grounds There. 


The sixth demonstration farm on the 
Tron Mountain lines of the Missouri Pa- 
cific-Iron Mountain System has been lo- 
cated at Arcadia, Mo., on the grounds 
of the Arcadia College adjoining the 
right-of-way of the railroad. The Rey. 
Father John Adrian of the college, who 
has been a student of scientific farming 
for some time, will be in charge under 
the general supervision of L. A. Mark- 
ham, Commissioner of Agriculture for 
the Iron Mountain. 

Eighteen acres will be placed under 
cultivation at once, and within a year 
or so the farm will be extended to 25 or 
30 acres.

Of this meeting with the Governor, 
Milliken said the night the granting of 
the pardon was announced: 
“The action taken by Gov, Dix is not 
wholly Gnsuspected by me I had the 
pleasure of meeting the Governor at his 
country home last summer with some 
mutual friends. I had a brief tnter- 
view with him about the grave injust- 
ice that had been done Mr. Patrick, and 
he assured me that he would take the 
matter up and give it his closest at- 
tention, and that I could depend on 
his doing what he conscientiousiy 
thought was right and proper.”’ 
This promise, noncommittal as it was, 
put new life into Maher’s campaign. Hs 
redoubled his energies and got every 
man on whom he could bring any influ- 
ence to bear to talk Patrick to the 
Governor. One of these men was Col. 
Scott, Superintendent of Prisons, whom 
Gov. Dix since has described as one of 
the most convincing of Patrick’s advo- 
cates. 

“All I had to do with the case,” Col. 
Scott said to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch, “happened when I went with 
the Governor to the prison at Great 
Meadows. He asked my views of the 
Patrick case. I told him I didn’t know 


and that I had no opinion to express 
about that. 

“But I told him what I knew about 
the man and said that Judge O’Brien 
had written in favor of Patrick one 
of the ablest opinions that had ever 
been handed down in the highest court 
of the State. Taking all the facts into 
consideration, I told the Governor that 
I believed Patrick had about paid his 
penalty.”’ 

It will be noticed that in his account

It has already been a subject of com- 
ment that a St. Louis newspaper, to 
which Milliken is said to be friendly, 
many hours before the announcement of 
the Governor’s action, published a re- 
port that Patrick was to be freed. 

“As a matter of fact,” Maher says, 
‘“‘the pardon was signed three days be- 
To prove that 
I knew about it hours before it was an- 
nounced, I telegraphed to my brother- 
in-law, James Barker of Peekskill, to 
have his automobile at the prison gate 
the next morning to take Patrick to 
New York.” 

Barker told a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch that he had received such a 
message, in code, from Maher, who was 
in Albany, at 2 o’clock, in. the afternoon 
before Patrick was released. It was 
Barker’s machine that brought Patrick 
to New York, and Maher was a member 
of the party it carried. 

“It is absolutely false,”” Maher declared 
with emphasis, “that money was spent 
for the actual signing of the pardon, 
but those who were closest to the Gov- 
ernor were given to understand—and the 
Governor was told—that Mr. Milliken 
was one of those Western men who 
never forget a favor. 

“All thé money I received from Mr. 
Milliken was less than $2000. I made 
promises of about $1,000,000, and up to 
date they all remain unpaid. Some of 


those who helped I would surely like 


to see paid.

New Iron Man of Mexico 
Hints Former Ruler Is in 
Others’ Hands—Quieter 
in North, Rebels Active in 
South, Loot Town, Defeat 
Federal Troops.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 22.—Francisco 
I. Madero’s wife stood before Gen. Vic- 
toriano Huerta, the Provisional Presi- 
dent of Mexico, today and pleaded for 
clemency for her husband. She left the 
National Palace with no assurance for 
his safety, and she was forced to fore- 
go the consolation of conversation with 
the imprisoned ex-ruler, whdse guards 
are enforcing rigidly the order of in- 
communicado. 

Gen. Huerta treated the downcast, 
frightened woman with every courtesy, 


but he explained to her that, in view 
of the investigations to which President 
Madero would’ be subjected, his fate 
was in other hands, intimating that Con- 
gress probably would render the final 
decision. 

Removed to Pentter‘'ery. 

Ex-President Madero ex-Vice- 
President Jose Pinos Suarez jiater were 
transferred from the National Palace 
to the penitentiary. A member of the 
Provisional Cabinet said probably no de- 
cision as to their fate would be reached 
for some time. 

According to reliable information, 
however, Huerta and his cabinet have 
decided to exile Madero for life. Of- 
ficial annoucement probably will be 
withheld several days. Young Diaz 
is said to entertain feelings of grati- 
tude to Madero for resisting pressure 
summarily to execute him after his 
capture at Vera Cruz. 

Former Vice-President Suarez also 
is to be banished. 

From the State of Coahuila and other 
northern points in Mexico where rumors 
of dissatisfaction with the new admin- 
istration are rife, more reassuring news 
has reached the capital. 

Gov. Carranza of the State of Coa- 
huila, who joined hands with Emilie and 
Raoul Madero, brothers of the deposed 
President, is said to have been unable 
to increase his following. 

Gov. Villareal of the State of Nuevo 
Leon, father-in-law of Gustavo Made- 
ro, who recently was shot te death at 
the capital, has relieved the situation by 
resigning from office. 


Federals Lose Battle. 

The most active trouble with which 
the Government has to cope is being 
caused by groups of Southern rebels. 
One band of 400 men entered the village 
of Ozumba on the Interoceanic Railroad, 
and looted and burned the public build- 
ings. 

A force of Federal troops sent from 
Amecameca was repulsed, though the 
Government lesses were only slight. 
Further reinforcements have been sent 
from the capital, and a second effort to 
dislodge the rebels will be made. 

To an emissary of the Provisional! 
Government, the rebels said they would 
recognize the Government when it had 
adopted the plan of San Luts Potosi, as 
originated at Tayacuba. The revised plan 
is that by which was sought a year ago 
to place Emilio Vasquez Gomez in the 
presidency.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 22.—What may 
be regarded as executive sanction for 
an investigation of the national treas- 
ury, with a view to determining former 
President Madero’s responsibility for 
any shortage, is contained in a message 


sent to Congress today by the JForeign 
Minister, Francisco de la Barra. The 
message Was agreed upon by the Cab- 
inet and President. It was an outline 

f the policies of the new administra- 
thon. : 

Specifying portions of the program, 
the message said that there should be 
an immediate investigation of the ex- 
act amount of money in the treasury. 
This is in direct line with the efforts 
of a group of deputies who insist the 
Maderos looted the treasury and should 
be punished. 

“The revolutionary element,” said 
Senor de la Barra, in the message, 
‘those who cherished ideals of democ- 
racy and liberty, and for those fought, 
will find in the new government a dispo- 
sition to be frank and firm, and anxious 
to aid in the implantation of those prin- 
ciples which have for their purpose the 
betterment of the condition of the citi- 
zens.’”’ 

President Huerta frankly threatens 
the people with the use of drastic 
means for the restoration of peace if 
necessary. 

“Tf, unfortunately, bad citizens, blind- 
ed by passion, insist upon prolonged 
strife or oppose obstacles to the Gov- 
ernment by violent means, I shall not 
hesitate an instant in adopting meas- 
ures with a rigor that may be necessary 
for the rapid restoration of public 
peace. The welfare of our country de- 
mands it.”

President Tells Peace Banqueters 
We Must Avoid Intervention 
by All Means. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW ORK, Feb. ; 22.—President 


Taft, guest of honor at a peace dinner 
tonight, spoke frankly of conditions in 
Mexico, as he viewed them, and de-- 
clared for the exercise of every possible 
effort in avoidance of intervention. 

‘Mexico for two years,’ said 
Fresident, “has presented a very sad 
picture to every lover of his kind, to 
every supporter of popular government, 
to every man hopeful of establishing 
peace under a stable government. But 
we must not despair. We must rot, in 
a case like Mexico—for it differs from 
tho’ Central American republics—tak> 
such action as shall give them to be- 


the 





lieve that we are moved by selfish pur- 
| roses, or arouse them to opposition to 
us. 

‘We must avoid in every way that 
which is called intervention and use 
all the patience possible, with the pray- 
eis that some power may arise there 
to bring about peace throughout that 
great country. 


Precautions Are Taken. 
‘We have to take precautions, 


these have been taken. 

“But I have no sympathy—none at 
all—and the charge of cowardice does 
not frighten me—with that which 
prompts us, for purposes of exploita- 
tion and gain to invade another country 
and involve ourselves in a war, the 
extent of which we could not realize 
and the sacrifice of thousands of lives 
and millions of treasure and then when 
we had succeeded—what? No, we must 
exercise patience in a concrete case 
like this.”’ 

In discussing the epnding peace treaties 
with Great Britain and Franca, the 
President said he was “deeply disap- 
pointed that they have not been con- 
firmed by the Senate, 

“But I bow to its judgment,” he said, 
hoping that time was not far distant 
when a change in membership and the 
“providential selection” of its personnel 
would be followed by ratification of tne 
treaties. 

Referring to the Monroe coctrine, he 
declared the United States ought to seek 
to prevent instability of all governments 
on the American Hemisphere by living 
in a peaceful way to establish a right 
to offer mediation to prevent ‘‘murder- 
ous” warfare. In this effort, he said, 
the South American governments, now 
established on a sound and firm basis, 
will help us to aid Central American 
and West Indian governments. 


Defends Toll Arbitration. 
Turning to the Panama Canal, Presi- 


dent Taft defended his policy of arbi- 
tration of the toll questfon: 

“The idea of our getting into a fight 
with En; land and not submitting to an 
international tribunal of arbitration is 
so absurd,” he said, “that not even the 
statement of reverend and senior Sena- 
tors can make me understand it, other 
than jocosely.” 

The President said, in conclusion: 

“Friends, good night. I am going back 
to Washington to law down such power 
as I have had—a power which I have 
been glad to exercise, whenever I could 
in the cause of peace—and I leave you 
with the most cordial expression for 
your appreciation of what I have done 
and in taking the will for the deed.” 

The President spoke at a dinner of the 
American Peace and Arbitration League. 
Joseph H. Choate presented a medal 
to President Taft for services in the 
cause Of universal peace. It was given 
by the National Institute of Social 
Sciences,

23 TOLD OF SAFETY 
OF MEXICO FRIENDS 
BY POST-DISPATH 


All Inquiries Answered Except 
Two, in Which Addresses 
Were Insufficient. 


Reaseuring news concerning rela- 
tives and friends in the City of Mex- 
ico was given by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday to a number of its readers 
who have been in much anxiety be- 
cause of their failure to get any mes~ 
sage from the battle-swept capital. 

The information was gathered by 
Andrew Drew, staff correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch in the City of 
Mexico. Drew left Mexico City last 
night,.after having obtained definite 
information in reply to every inquiry 
sent him, save in two cases where no 
definite addresses were given. His 
dispatches of the past three days, in 
reply to the inquiries forwarded by 
the Post-Dispatch, have given reas- 
suring news of individulals and fam- 
ilies in 23 cases. 

In the case of the inquiry made by 
Jose Ramirez, a Kenrick Seminary 
student, Drew’s investigation showed 
that the young man’s brother, An- 
geles Ramisez, was killed by @ mau- 
ser bullet while crossing the street. 

Zach Tinker, formerly a_  well- 
known St. Louis trewer, and a can- 
didate for Mayor at the Democratic 
primary in 1901, was one of those 
who was reassured by Drew’s latest 
dispatch, received by the Post-Dis- 
patch late yesterday 
Tinker had been trying for more than 
a week to get news of his son-in-law, 
Col. Manuel Garcia Lugo of the Nine- 
teenth Federal Artillery. 

Wife Hears of Husband's Safety. 

The officer’s wife, Mrs. Carrie Tink- 
er Lugo, is now in New Orleans, and 
has been in suspense since the fight- 
ing in Mexico City began. Col. Lugo 
was stationed at Cuernavaca, but dis- 
patches told of the summoning of the 
Cuernavaca regiments to the capital, 
so Mrs. Lugo and her father sup- 
posed that he was in the thick of the 
fighting, and were greatly alarmed 
at their failure to get a reply to re- 
peated telegrams. 

Friday afternoon Tinker asked the 
Post-Dispatch to find Col. Lugo for 
him, and a little more than 24 hours 
later a dispatth from Drew sai#, 
“Col. Manuel Garcia Lugo is all right 
at his post, Cuernavaca.” 

When this message was given to 
Mr. Tinker by telephone, he at once 
telegraphed to his daughter in New 
Orleans, and then called at the Post- 
Dispatch office to express his thanks 
for the information so promptly ob- 
tained. 

John A. Moler, who was informed 
Thursday afternoon, through Drew’s 
inquiries, of the safety of his sister, 
Mrs. Isabelle Twist, has written, ex- 
pressing his gratitude to the Post- 
Dispatch for the information which 
he had vainly tried to get by means 
of personal messages. Drew’s dis- 
patch stated that a shell burst fn the 
kitchen of Mrs. Twist’s home in the 
Colonia Roma, but that she was un- 
hurt. 

Thanks the Post-Dispatch. 

In his letter to the Post-Dispatch, 
Moler said: 

“I want to thank you for doing in 
one day what the mails and the tele- 
graph companies failed to do in 
seven days. You have located my sis- 
ter, Mrs. Isabelle Twist, in Mexico 
City, and gave me the details rela- 
tive to shell that dropped in to her 
kitchen. I thank you for being First 
in Everything—even in Mexico.” 


A similar expression of gratitude 
came from Mrs. W. H. McLean of 6021 
Ridge avenue, who was informed of 
the safety of the families of Jose 
Sanchez and John Watbel, her rela- 
tives. The first request for this in- 
formation came from another rela- 
tive, Mrs. C. K. McEldowney of 4561A 
Swan avenue. 


“Thank you so much,” sald Mrs. O. 
H. Brooks, when she was informed yes- 
terday afternoon that FE. W. Sours and 
family of the Dun Mercantile Agency 
were safe. Drew's dispatch related 
that homes near the Sours’ res- 
idence in the Colonia Roma were hit by 
shells, but that the family did not move 
and were unhurt.

Power to fix the 
gelaries of police officials and police 
department employes is lodged in the 
Municipal Assembly. The Post-Dispatch 
suggested this amendment to the Bates 
Business Men's League bill and the 
subcommittee of Democrats appointed 
by the joint conference to draft home 
rule bills incorporated the recommen- 
dation in their report. The Senate will 
take up the bills for engrossment Mon- 
day. There will be no opposition to 
them. é 
Raliroad Officials as Lobbyists. 

The public utilities bill went to en- 
grossment in both branches of the Leg- 
islature Wednesday. Delegations of 
railroad officials came to Jefferson 
City in private cars to fight the utilities 
measure, Col. Martin L. Clardy of the 
Missouri Pacific and O. M. Spencer of 
the Burlington led the opposition.

If the Legislature passes the bill, ad- 
vocates of the license forces say they 
will submit the law by referendum to 
the people for their ratification or re- 
jection at the next election. The sub- 
mission would suspend the operation of 
the law until the vote is taken. 

School Inquiry Defeated. 
The House refused to reconsider a 
measure recommended by the State Su- 
perintendent of Public Schools, Supt. 
Blewett of the St. Louis public schools, 
W. F. Houston, chancellor of Washing- 
ton University, and other school men 
providing for the creation of a commis- 
sion to investigate rural schools and to 
suggest means for improving them. This 
bill was strongly urged by Gov. Major 
in hig inaugural message to the Legisla- 
ture. 
The joint resolution ratifying the 
amendment to the Federal Constitution 
providing for the direct election of 
United States Senators, was reported 
favorably from the Senate Committee on 
Elections Thursday. This measure 
passed the House with only one dissent- 
ing vote, that being cast by Representa-: 
tive Cooper, a Republican.

TAFT HAS ONE OF 
HIS BUSIEST DAYS 





Breaks Ground for Indian Monu- 
ment and Dedicates ‘‘Light- 
house’”’ for Blind. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—President Taft, 
making what probably is his final pub- 
lic appearance outside of Washington 
before retiring from the White House, 
spent today one of the most eventful 
days he has ever passed. 

Arriving here from Washington in 
time for breakfast, the President was 


taken about the city in an automobile 
and a tugboat, attending several func- 
tions, and retired late, planning to re- 
turn to Washington tomorrow after- 
noon. ’ 
During the day he broke ground for 
an Indian monument overlooking the 
harbor, dedicated a ‘“‘lighthouse’”’ settle- 
ment for the blind, after watching sight- 
less children drill; attended a private 
reception of the Sons of the Revolution 
at the tavern where Washington bade 
his Generals farewell, and tonight spoke 
at a dinner of the American Peace and 
Arbitration League, which presented him 
with a gold medal in recognition of his 
efforts in behalf of universal peace, 

Indian Chiefs Hear Speech. 
A band of Indian chiefs from Western 
reservations watched the “Great White 
Father’ overturn a patch of earth 
where a 60-foot statue of an Indian 
warrior will arise at Fort Wadsworth 
at the spot where the “red man” signed 
an oath of allegiance to the United 
States. 
President Taft in a bamef speech re- 
ferred to the North American Indian 
as an “existing force with great and 
immediate and direct influence upon the 
settlement and development of this coun- 
try by the white races.”’ 
The “lighthouse” which the President 
dedicated is the new club building of 
the New York Association for the Blind, 
in East Fifty-ninth street, of which he 
laid the cornerstone a year ago. 
Miss Helen Keller sat at the Presi- 
dent’s right, Joseph H. Choate, former 
Ambassador to Great Britain presided. 
Blind Boy Scouts saluted the Presi- 
dent as he entered the “lighthouse” and 
acted as his guard. The President de- 
clared he often wondered while read- 
ing the Constitution what blind persons 
thought of the text. that ‘‘all men are 
created free and equal.”’ 

Want Square Deal for Blind. 
“In the sense in which that is gener- 
ally understood, we are not all created 
free and ‘equal’ in opportunity,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘and for the blind every effort 
should be made to bring about as near 
equality of opportunity as possible. Some 
of us who are blessed with sight feel 
that those who have no sight have not 
been given a square deal.”’ 
After the President left it was an- 
nounced that he had subscribed $500 to- 
ward paying the “‘lighthouse’s”’ debt. 
In the room of fFraunces’ Tavern, 
where Washington said farewell to his 
officers, the President was formally re- 
ceived by members of the Sons of the 
Revolution, of which Edmund Wetmore 
is president. 
The President went thence to the home 
of his brother, Henry W. Taft, for a 
brief rest before going to the peace din- 
ner.

It is a safe prediction that Luther Mc- 
Carty, America's ‘‘White Hope’ cham- 
pion heavyweight, will not want for 
publicity so long as he retains “Billy” 
MecCarney as his manager. McCarney 
has been in the managerial business for 
almost so long that the memory of the 
present generation runneth not to the 
contrary. 

Publicity is McCarney’s tong suit, and 
any fighter he undertakes to manage 
will be heard of in real circus fashion, 
the only thing being that the boxer may 
be bumped into some unexpected and 
not altogether pleasant stunt, but it 
will center him in the spotlight of pub- 
lic attention, and eventually get the 
money. To make this clear it is nec- 
essary Only to recall an experience Jim 
Jeffries had when, with McCarney as 
advance agent, the California Bear Cat 
was traveling about the country exhibit- 
ing himself as the ‘‘World’s Heavy7- 
, Weight Champion.” 

MeCarney “Framed” on Jeff. 

Jeffries took to life on the road in 
easy fashion and reports were circu- 
lated that he was not taking the best 
of care of himself. These reports 
reached McCarney and gave him an 
idea for sensational publicity. He 
reached Butte, Mont., two weeks in 
advance of the show and sent for 
Jack Munroe, a miner, who had some 
reputation as a strong man and 
fightér, and told him Jeffries was 
coming to town and would box a 
four-round exhibiton with some local 
mage and offered Munroe the job. 
Then he confided to Munroe that 
Jeffries was having a good time all 
along the route and the chances were 
he wouldn’t be in very good condi- 
tion. He suggested that if Munroe 
would go into active training there 
might be a chance of his’ winning 
from the ehampion by a knockout, 
and then Munroe would be champion 
of the world. 

Munroe since then has made a lot 
of money, but in those days “pros- 
pects” was about the best he had 
and he listened to McCarney about 
the easy life and fabulous sums to be 
made if he should “cop” the title. It 
looked like a good proposition, and 
Munroe went to work like a fighter 
training for a champlonship battle. 

Jeff Had an “Edge” On. 

Two weeks later Jeffries came to 
town and was given a big reception. 
He whs known to many of the miners 
personally and they saw to it that he 
had a good time, all of which result- 
ed in his being at least “mellow” 
when it came time to show that 
night. The opera house was crowded 
and when Jeffries was introduced he 
insisted upon making a speech in 
which he said he was “happy to meet 
you” and gurgled something about 
his willingness to meet any man in 
the world. Then Munroe was intro- 
duced and the crowd went wild, for 
most of them knew he had been pre- 
‘paring himself with care and his 
reputation was such among them that 
they expected to see a great fight 
because when Jeffries had been told 
about him in the afternoon the cham- 
plon had slipped the information that 
he would put Munroe out.

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AIMED TO HARASS | 
MOTOR CAR OWNERS| 


Missouri Legislature Asked to 
Consider Half a Dozen Bills 
Which Motorists Call 
“Fool Freaks.”’ 








Automobilists and users of motor ve- 
hicles in the State of Missouri and the 
City of St. Louis, Kansas City and 8t. 
Joseph are wondering what the ‘‘gazipe”’ 
is in the Forty-seventh General Assem- 
bly, er whether the year 1913 has any- 
thing to do with the freak legislation 


aimed to regulate automobiles and otner 
motor vehicles. The authors of the bills 
do not look upon them as freak, but 
are most serious and urgent in working 
for the passage of such bills. 

The latest bill of this kind is House 
bill No, 769, introduced by Hon. George 
Claiborne of St. Joseph. 

It is briefed as ‘“‘An act for the protec- 
tion of and providing for the safety of 
persons traveling on the public high- 
ways of Missouri and the inspection of 
sefety appliances of motor vehicles.” 

The first section reads as follows: “It 
shall be the duty of every owner or 
driver of motor vehicles, including mo- 
tor cycles and trucks, to equip such ve- 


brakes of sufficient power’to stop such 
motor vehicles within a distance of 10 
feet under any speed, with four, head- 
lights, two not less than 60-candle-power. 
gas or electricity, red tail lamp and 
with muffler. 

Four Lamps on Motor Cycle. 

“Sec. 2. It shall. be unlawful for any 
person driving such a motor vehicle to 
meet or pass any horse-drawn vehicle 
on the public highway of this State with 
cut open on such motor vehicle or at a 
greater rate of speed that four miles an 
hour.” 

Fear and consternation have stuck 
dumb the hearts of the St. Louis motor 
cycle squad, lest the bill passes and be- 
comes a law. They wonder how they 
ere ever goirg to get up sufficient pow- 
er to “‘tote’’ four head lamps and all the 
other appliances and accessories cailed 
for in the bill. 

Motorists are much concerned as to 
the conflict between the present city 
ordinance which is up for passage, com- 
pelling the lowering or dimming of the 
headlights within the city Mmits, and 
the glorious, blazing white way as pro- 
vided for in Mr. Claiborne’s pet measure. 

The clause pertaining to the stopping 
of motor vehicles—“brakes of sufficient 
power to stop such motor vehicles with- 
in a distance of 10 feet under any 
speed,” is another cause of worry. Man- 
ufacturers are giving attention to the 
invention of some sort of appliance or 
device which will enable the occupants 
of the motor vehicle to retain their 
poise and remain seated in the car, if 
this quick-stop regulation of Mr. Clai- 
borne becomes effective. The brake is 
also a matter of concern. 

The Claiborne bill also creates the 
office of an inspector of safety appli- 
ances of motor vehicles, whose duty it 
shall be to inspect the brakes, lights, 
mufflers and other safety devices, whose 
salary ehall be $2000 per year and nec- 
essary traveling expenses, to be paid 
out of fees ected for inspection. For 
inspection the inspector shall charge a 
fee of $2, which shall be turned into the 
State Treasurer. 

Inspectors Four Year Job, 

There are 25,000 motor vehicles in the 
State of Missouri, and allowing 310 
working days to the year, with 10 hours 
per day, the inspector would have $3100 
for inspection and traveling. According 
to tests and inspection of motor vehi- 
cles at all automobile runs, it requires 
15 minutes to each machine. At this 
rate it would take the inspector four 
years to inspect 25,000 motor vehicles. 

The act also states that any person 
violating any provision of the act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction be punished by a fine 
not less than $100 nor more than $1000. 

The Claiborne bill only shows the ex- 
tent to which unfair measures against 
automobilsts are originated, and shows 
the necessity of the Automobile Club of 
St. Louis and the St. Louis Automobile 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, providing for legislative commit- 
tees to watch the interests of the auto- 
mobilists. 


TRUCK vs.—HORSE COST 


“As an indication of interest among 
business houses in a scientific analysis 
of their haulage costs by horse and mo- 
tor truck, the Alco transportation cost 
bureau has within a few weeks received 
requests for such analysis from 102 large 
concerns in 87 fndustries,”’ says Fred J. 
Titus of the Alco factory, who is spend- 
ing a few weeks with the Missouri Mo- 
tor Car Co. 

“Requests have been made by com- 
panies in such industries as the ex- 
press, department store, coal, brewery, 
mining, lumber, ice, oil, gas and electric, 
baking, plumbing, cement paper goods, 
telephone, textile and hardware. Author- 
ities of various Federal, state and muni- 
cipal departments throughout the coun- 
try also have evinced an interest.” 

“The trend among business men today 
is to consider the installation of motor 
trucks as an economic proposition,” 
says Titus. “There is not @ progres- 
sive ‘business ‘concern today but is 
willing to put trucks in its service, once 
shown that this means a reduction of 
transportation expenses. 

“Up to within recent months there was 
a lamentable lack of information on 
horse costs among horse users. They 
did not realize that they, might save 15 
to @ per cent a year in transportation 
expense by adopting motor trucks. 

“Today a virtual revolution has been 
effected. Business leaders have super- 
seded their horses with trucks, and the

“The price asked for an American- 
made automobile in England is never 
out of proportion to the quality of- 
fered.” Such is the opinion received 
from The Motor (London) at the

Today there are organizations, de- 
veloped after American ideas, which 
penetrate to the remote parts of 
England, Scotlond and Wales.

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CAUSES ACCIDENTS 


The subject of the right use of 
horns as warning signals on automo- 
biles is being considered in many of 
the cities and in St, Louis at this 
time, An expert motorist thus ex- 
Dresses the situation: 

“I doubt if in 10 per cent of the 
signaling by motorists that came un- 
der my observation there was evi- 
dence of the proper understanding of 
what the auto horn {ts for. 

“Instead of giving a proper not® 
at & crossing, I have frequently o»- 
served that the motorist does vt 
sound his signal at all, but often im- 
mediately begin to sound it as soon 
as he passes one crossing on his way 
to the crossing a block beyond. Theo- 
retically, he does this to give ample 
warning to the individual at the far- 
ther crossing. Practically, what he 
shoul do is to seund the nete a quar- 
ter ef a bloek frem the crossing, 
which has a dual effeet: It causes the 
pedestrian who is about to step into 
the street to halt, and gives the pe- 
destrian in the roadway ample time 
to get out of the way. If the horn 1s 
blown at the further.end of the block 
and remains silent when near the 
crossing, the pedestrian has no means 
of. knowing of the immediate prox- 
imity of the machine. 

“My own careful study of the warn- 
ing signal problem leads me to the 
conclusion that there is only one 
proper method of procedure. The first 
step in this direction ig the framing 
of a law which defines within limits 
of reasonable elasticity the sound 
that constitutes an adequate warning 
signal, the prohibition of the use of 
such signal other than as a warning 
of danger, and the prompt punish- 
ment of the noise-maker who uses 4 
danger signal as a play toy. 

“Such a law must not prohibit, but 
must regulate. The police power of 
no city is sufficient to enable the 
municipality to prohibit the use of 
any public safety device within rea- 
son, The city does possess the power 
of réguiation, which enables it to pre- 
vent any article or product being 
transformed into a nuisance, but reg- 
ulation does not carry with it the 
power of prohibition in such _ in- 
stances. 

“Then, when a city has the proper 
low, the duty devolves upon the law- 
abiding, fair-minded motorists to 
unite in the matter of educating 
themselves and others as to the prop- 
er use of the automobile warning sig- 
nal. Once a right law is created, once 
motorists and non-motorists under- 
stand aright the significance of the 
warning signal, once punishment is 
known to follow, sure and swift, upon 
the misuse of the warning signal, 
then the accident roll will be reduced 
to a minimum.” 


CAN’T GET MECHANICS 


That the automobile manufacturers of 
Detroit and ~icinity are unable to se- 
cure sufficient numbers of trained me- 
chanics to keep step with their pro- 
duction is the substance of a complaint 
heard with great frequency within the 
past two months. | 

“Our employment man is actually 
forced to undertake scouting expedi- 
tions of his own in order to obtain 
skilled machinists and tool makers,” 
says Henry M. Jewett, president of the 
Lozier Motor Co. “It has been over a 
year,” continued Mr. Jewett, “‘since we 
have had to advertise in the. newspa- 
pers of other cities for trained mechan- 
ics, but we believe we will have to re- 
sume this scheme ir order to get more 
men.

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TWO MILES A MINUTE | 
IN A STREAM OF FIRE 


To travel along at 144 miles per 
hour enveloped in a stream of fire is 
an experience few men have had and 
Bob Burman, the speed king, who 
has signed to drive a Keeton car in 
the Indianapolis 600-mile race for a 
fortune of $50,009 to be run May 30 
next, is relating his experiences of 
Christmas Day last on the beach at 
San Diego, Cal., to friends who visit 
him at the factory of the Keeton 
Motor Co., Detroit. 

Burman was after the mile record 
and driving his huge 300-horsepower 
Benz car. He had an excellent chance 
for record and expected to go inside 
his mile mark of 26:40 seconds made 
at Ormond. Sitting in his car with- 
out a dash board and looking right 
into the fast working engine he was 
startled when the gasoline feed pipe 
burst. 

The five-pound pressure on the gaso- 
lene tank threw the petrol straight 
at his face, and:a steady stream shot 
by him, spraying his clothing. In- 
tending to finish the mile before 
slowing, he kept on when a back fire 
in the muffler set the stream of gaso- 
lene on fire. 

Burman saw the danger and climb- 
ing from his seat, unable to slow 
the car down, he placed a foot on 
the spring at the side, another on the 
frame, caught hold of the body of the 
car with one hand and held the steer- 
ing wheel with the other, although 
the flames burned the hand painfully. 
Unable to reach the release with his 
fcot, he could not slow the car and 
with the stream of flame shooting out 
30 yards to the rear he dashed over 
the gape, doing the mile officially in 
28 seconds, and then steered for the 
ccean. 

The impact of the car entering the 
water at 144 miles an .hour threw 
Burman far out and away from it, 
and spectators. pushed the blazing 
juggernaut into the waves until it 
was submerged. Burman was re- 
lieved of the fire which had enveloped 
him when he struck the water. The 
car was really but little injured.

From July to February, the nation has 
‘onsumed 94,000,000 gallons of whisky, an 
increase of 6,000,000 gallons over the cor- 
responding year; 8,500,000,000 cigarettes, 2n 
increase of 2,250,000,000; 4,600,000,000 cigars, 
an increase of 250,000,000, and 250,000,000 | 
pounds of smoking and chewing tobac- 
co, an increase of 12,000,000 pounds. 

These are record-breaking figures. In 
addition drinkers of beer are resuming 
their stride. During the fiscal year ‘1912, 
the consumption of beer fell off ma- 
terlally, but the first seven months of 
the current fiscal year, the people of the 
United States have drunk 38,864,000 bar- 
rels, an tncrease of 1,850,000 barrels over 
last year.

THE STORY OF THE START | 
OF THE SELF-STARTER 


The most recent development in 
motor car construction is the self- 
starter.

“Oklahoma is a rich State and can 
buy one-fifth of the automobiles turned 
out this year,’’ says Dr. Chas. G. Per- 
cival in his new book, ‘“‘The Trail of 
the Bulldog,” which deals with the 
author’s 60,000-mile automobile trip into 
all parts of the United States. 

“Oklahoma and Texas are shipping 
200,000 bales of cotton to Japan and In- 
dia this year and the 4 mills in the 


new State where cottonseed oj] is 
pressed out produce over 200,000,000 
pounds of cottonseed oil cake, which 


is food to over 100,000 steers. Those cat- 
tle are fattened on the oll cake and 
hulls from these 40 mills and come into 
the State from the rich pasturage in 
the Osage and Creek Indian countries, 
the panhandle district and even from 
the ranges in Western Kansas and 
Texas. 

How important is this branch of the 
cottonseed oil business can be better 
understgod when it is known that Ok- 
lahoma can feed 150.000 head of cattle 
alone from her oil mills. One hundred 
days suffice to fatten a steer for mar- 
ket and in that time he will consume 
a ton of cottonseed hulls. Hull-fed 


| cattle furnish the bulk of meat after 


the holidays.’’

N illustration, she held up two bunches of 
celery, one quite gnarled, the other of 
straight stalks.

“Sorting should be an important detail of buy- 


ing economically,” proceeded Miss Barrows. 
“And under sorting consider the use of your by- 
products. Successful manufacturers have learned 
the ‘value of the by-products and so should the 
housewife. 


Taking up the next large division of her sub- 
ject, Miss Barrows discussed cooking. 


"To be a good cook as well as a good buyer 
involves a knowledge of composition of foods.” 

Here a set of charts, the ones furnished by the 
Department of Agriculture, were produced. 

“It isn’t necessary that you should be a chem- 
ists when chemists have set the matter so clearly 
before you,” said Miss Barrows. “But these 
charts should hang in every kitchen until the 
cook is familiar with the properties of food, the 
relative values and requirements of the human 
System of the protein, which builds up and re- 
pairs, of the carbo-hydrates which are trans- 
formed into fat, of the fats which act as fuel, 
of the minerals which make bones and assist di- 
gestion, and of the necessary water. 


Fingers as an Aid to Memory. 

SIMPLE aid to memory is to name your 
iA fingers after them. Let the thumb which 
| assists. all the other fingers represent 
water; the little finger ‘minerals, because the 
need of minerals is relatively small; and the 
other elements in their relative values be repre- 
sented by the other three fingrs.” 

The more familiar foods were anaylzed and 
pictured on the charts so plainly you scarcely 
needed to read. 

“With the knowledge of food values it is pos- 
sible to interchange often an expensive article 
for a food containing the same properties at a 
less cost. Cauliflower, for example, cost twice 
@s much as cabbage and both are identical in 
properties. 

“Rice may be substituted for riced potatoes to 
advantage when you consider the time you spend 
in preparing the potatoes and the fluctuations in 
thefr ‘price. 


“Time is another very vital consideration tn 
economy.

There are differences of opin- 
fon as to what should be done with 
the flanks of the steak. It may be 
cooked with the rest, but since it is of 
texture 
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totally different quality and 
why not serve it some other way. Now 
I am going to cut it off, place it witn 
the bone in cold water, boil, run 
through the meat chopper and serve as 
a stew, garnished with vegetables, to- 
morrow.”’ 


Oil the Steak Before Cooking. 


Recalling a symposium of chefs on 
}the subject of steak, Miss Barrows said 
that where there were as many Ojffer- 
ences of opinion as there were chefs, all 
agreed on this one point: That the steak 
should be brushed with fat before cook- 
ing. 

Meanwhile she had wiped the steak. 
with a damp cloth, buttered, placed it 
in the broiler and was turning it, 
trrusting the fork always into the skin 
or fat to avoid spilling of juice. 

“Count 10 and turn. Count 1) more 
and turn back. Keep on turning, mak- 
ing the outside crust thicker to retain 
the juices until it is done.”’ 

Coming to the fowl the question 
seemed to be how best to cut it up. 
Salting her fingers to make the flesh 
less slippery, the precise points of sev- 
erance were determined. First’ the 
tendons of the legs were removed. Some 
feathers were permitted té remain on 
the end of the drumsatick to be cut off 
later, which small precaution keeps the 
skin from springing back at the joints. 

Where there may be a prejudice 

against eating the inner organs of a 
fowl or animal, Miss Barrows was in- 
clined to think if the animal in general 
showed signs of good health, hearts, 
livers and gizzards should be edible 
enough. 
The ancient age test of bending the end 
of the breast bone of a fowl is no longer 
to be relied upon since evily disposed 
market men resort to the trick of break- 
ing the bone themselves. 


Potatoes Much Overworked. 


The subject of vegetables Miss Bar- 
rows seemed to find particularly con- 
genial. Her book on the cooking of 
vegetables written for the Department 
of Agriculture is an accepted authority. 
“You may divide vegetables according 
to their food properties, then botanical- 
ly, into root, stalk, leaf, and flower di- 
visions,”” sald Miss Barrows. “When 
you know the characteristic of one plant 
family you know each member of that 
family and how to treat it. 

‘‘Woody fiber is the chief contention 
you have to meet in buying and pre- 
paring vegetables. The thing to do is to 
sort, always sort, and what you may 
not use in one way you will nearly al- 
ways find use for somewhere else. 

“Do not pour into the sink water in|: 
which beans or other dry vegetables 
have been soaked but save it for 
soup. 

“When the water in which the spine 
ach with its large degree of iron, has 
been cookéd is drained off, it should 
be carefully conserved for soup. It 
is much better to take iron in this 
organized form than to take iron 
ously overworked vegetable, in my 
pills. 

“Potatoes themselves are a tremen- 
dously overworked vegetable, in my 
opinion. They need other vegetables 
with them to supply flavor. They be- 
long to a poison group, the night 
shade family. One hundred years ago 
they were not in general use and a 
farmer was regarded as foolish who 
raised more than a bushel or go of 
them. 

Potato Water Poison Danger. 

“You should sort over your pota- 
toes when they are bought, give the 
large ones over to be treated as a 
different problem from the small 
ones. It is a good plan to wash them 
all at once before they are put away. 

“Fine potatoes are best cooked in 
the simplest way. Large ones should 
be carefully relieved of every blem- 
ish, and cutting away the unfit por- 
tions generously is what may be re-

Not as with 
Lwahe vegetables, is it safe to use the 


degree when it comes to presenting 
goods in an ornamental manner.’ Mean- 
while she was squeezing mashed po- 
tato roses and other frills from a rub- 
ber cloth bag and funnel around the 
edge of a planked steak. 

“But men, you will find, are savage 
enough to appreciate foods served as 
directly as possible. Haven’t you no- 
ticed how they like to stand in a grill 
room and eat their fish straight from 
the fire? And certain it is that in 
putting food through too many pro- 
cesses of chopping, mashing, decorat- 
ing and the like, flavor is lost. 


Simple and Direct Serving. 

“With perfect material, a fine steak or 
a perfect potato, for instance, it is well 
to serve as simply and directly as possi- 
ble. On the other hand, you do well to 
know how to take a comparatively taste- 
less food such as gelatine or a stew 
or left-overs low in nutrition, and so 
garnish and season as to add the flavor 
and food value they lack.’’ 

Miss Barrows believes in teaching 
cooking by foods rather than by theory. 
Her hands were even busier than her 
tongue every instant. 

The first foods to which she applied 
her theories were fish, flesh and fowl. 
A large carp, a small smelt, a slice of 
halibut and some oysters furnished both 
the first object lesson. 

“The large slice of a standard fish is 
often more economical than a whole fish 
of the same weight, since there is no 
waste. I shall cut this one into eight 
pieces and with tooth pick skewers ar- 
range in small filets. Or I might have 
bought a thicker slice, spread it from 
the middle and stuff with these buttered 
crumbs baking on a brown papered pan. 
Halibut being high in fats and low in 
carbo-hydrates, its accompaniment 
should be rice, mashed potatoes, maca- 
roni or the like, and its stuffing bread 
crumbs. 

“Personally,” went on Miss Barrows, 
taking up the carp, “I have a prejudice 
against serving the head, tails, fins and 
bones of a fish. The effect is a little 
too realistic. Isn’t it just as well to 
remove them, throw them into a pan of 
water, boil until tender and produce a 
very excellent by-product in the way of 
stock for soup or croquettes? 
‘You may then arrange the 
tion into a loaf readily stu 
garnished.” 


Food Values of the Oyster. 


Scarcely any sooner said than done. 
Miss Barrows placed the carefull mold- 
ed loaf in the oven and turned to the 
oysters. 

“Oysters are a food valued more high- 
ly than there is good reason for. They 
contain the same percentage of water 
as does milk. In buying, since there is 
no difference in bulk, but often in price, 
between large and small oysters, unless 
you are going to fry them or serve 
raw from the shell, it is well to get the 
small ones. Oysters should be sorted, 
washed and looked over for bits of 
shell and seaweed, just as you would 
cull over strawberries.

Felix Scalzo, the Fruit King, 
Is to Erect $1,000,000 


Skyscraper Hotel on Site 

‘Now Occupied by the 
Grand Avenue Presbyter- 
ian Church, Under 99- 
Year Lease, It Is Said. 


ANNUAL RENTAL IS 
SAID TO BE $8000 


Halpin Property at South- 
west Corner Is Leased to 
Syndicate at $7000 a Foot 
and on Site an Eight-Story 
Office Building, to Cost 
$300,000, Will Rise.

An amazing number of transactions, 
involving the erection of large buildings 
in both uptown and downtown St. Louis, 
are pending. 

Pretentious structures are planned for 
sites at Grand avenue and Olive street, 
and on Eighth and Olive streets, in the 
business center. 

An expenditure of $10,000,000, including 
the cost of the sites, it is estimated, will 
be required for these improvements. 

A skyscraper hotel, to cost $1,000,000, 
according to reports in St. Louis realty 
circles, ig to be erected by Felix Scalzo, 
the fruit king, on the site of the Grand 
Avenue Presbyterian Church edifice, on 
the west side of Grand avenue between 
Olive street and Washington avenue. 

Negotiations virtually are completed, 
it is said, by which he is to acquire a 
99-year lease of the ground under an 
annual net rental of 4 per cent on a 
valuation of $200,000. 

The site has a frontage on Grand 
avenue of 144 feet by a depth of 150 
feet. 

Charles C. Nichols, president of the 
Nichols-Ritter-Goodnow Realty Co., in 
conjunction with W. J.’Hogan, is en- 
gineering this deal. 

Will Not Embrace the Beers. 
Reports are denied that the hotel 
plans embrace the site of the Beers 
Hotel building at the northwest corner 
of Grand avenue and Olive street, sit- 
uated just south of the church holding. 
A permit has been obtained by the 
Grand Avenue Presbyterian Church to 
build a chapel at the southwest corner 
of Union and Delmar avenues. When 
the Grand avenue site was placed on 
the market a year or two ago, the 
Union avenue site was purchased for a 
new church edifice. 

While Scalzo is not unknown in 8t. 
Louis realty circles, his ventures here- 
tofore have been irregular and of a 
minor character, the Grand avenue 
project marking his first appearance in 
the maelstrom of the market. 

An eight-story office building, cost- 
ing $300,000 exclusive of the site, will 
be erected by a syndicate of which 
John F. McDermott is the guiding 
genius, on the southwest corner of 
Grand avenue and Olive street. 


The site, which is owned by Thomas 
Halpin, who conducts a pharmacy or 
the corner, has a frontage of 50 feet 
on Olive street, by a depth on Grand 
avenue of 152 feet, a three-story build- 
ing of negligible value .marking = the 
holding. 


A rental of $12,500 for the first year 
and $15,000 per annum for the remainder 
of the 99-year term is prescribed in this 
lease. Approximately this is at the 
rate of 4 per cent net on a valuation 
of $350,000, or $7000 a foot for the Olive 
street frontage, the transaction break- 
ing all precedents for ground values at 
Grand avenue and Olive street. 


This transaction also was arranged 
by W. J. Hogan, a new genius in St. 
Louis realty circles. 

A year or two ago George W. 
Teasdale, a former market celebrity, 
obtained an option for a 99-year 
lease of the Halpin corner, but de- 
clined to close it. 


Other Plans at Grand and Olive. 


There are plans for the rebuilding 
of both the southeast and the north- 
west corners of Grand avenue and 
Olive street on a high scale. These 
will doubtless be accelerated by the 
Scalzo and McDermott projects. The 
above mentioned corners and the 
northeast corner of Grand  ave- 
nue and Olive street, occupied by the 
Metropolitan building and the Princess 
Theater building in this vicinity, 
are controlled by syndicates of which 
J. H. Parish & Co. are the guiding 
agents and in which Nathan Bry is 
the dominant stockholder. 

A syndicate, whose identity is con- 
cealed, is obtaining options to 
purchase or to lease the half block 
on the west side of Eighth street, ex- 
tending from Pine to Chestnut 
streets. The presumption is that the 
site has been picked for a hotel or 
office building venture. 

The Pine and Chestnut street cor- 
ners are the largest individual hold- 
ings in this half block. J. H. Farish 
of J. H. Farish Co., who control 
the Pine street corner, admitted that 
the property was being taken under 
option, but professed to be in the 
dark as to the identity or the plans 
of the prospective purchasers or 
lessees. 

Leoks Like New York Capttal. 

New York capitalists who have 
been in Sst. Louls with hotel and 
theater plans are presurthably the 
actors behind the scenes. 

As was recently announced, an 18- 
story hotel is projected by Isaac T. 
Cook for the southeast corner of 
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sity City 

Improvements are to be made in St. 
Louis County that promise to awaken 
development in suburban St. Louis. The 
most important will be the construction 


of a district sewer and the extension of 
Delmar avenue and of Kingsbury 
boulevard, merging them with the lead- 
ing county highways. 

The City Council of University City 
has authorized the construction of a 
joint district sewer, beginning at Park- 
view and providing sewerage for the 
entire water-shed district, including the 
Ames tract, the Washington University 
reservation and Maryland Terrace and 
other additions in that locality. 

The cost will approximate $100,000, and 
will be borne by the watershed com- 
munity. 

The original subdivision of Univer- 
sity City, including West Portland 
place, already has a sewerage system 
of the highest order, which will be con- 
solidated with the big joint district 
sewer. 

Connects With Club Road. 

Delmar boulevard will be extended 
from Vassar avenue to Hanley road, 
and thence through the virgin country 
to Denny road, a distance of four miles. 
This will offer a perfect automobile 
highway to Sunset Inn. Between Vassar 
avenue and Hanley road, the western 
boundary of University City, Delmar will 
be 56 feet in width, and will be con- 
structed of Telford, with granitoid curbs 
and gutters. The plan provides for an 
§6-foot boulevard from Hanley road to 
Denny road. The greater Delmar boule- 
vard also will give connection with the 
Price and Ladue roads, and with the 
Link road, leading north to the Midland 
Valley Country Club. 

Kingsbury boulevard, one of the most 
pretentious streets in University City,

and forming the northern boundary of 
the Ames tract and West Portland 
place, is to be extended east to Park- 
view and west to Hanley road, thus 
linking it with Delmar boulevard and 
the leading highways of St. Louis 
County. 

Contracts have been let for the erec- 
tion in University City of a public 
school bullding to cost $60,000, while bids 
are being taken for the making of 
Pennsylvania avenue, between Delmar 
avenue on the north, and Forsyth bou- 
levard on the south, 

Within the last two years 100 or more 
houses, ranging in cost from $8000 to 
$50,000, have been erected in Univer- 
sity City, the more expensive being 
erected on Delmar and Kingsbury bou- 
levards. 

Fines Homes to Be Built. 

Many persons who purchased lots at 
the auction sale in University City, 


conducted by the McNair &-: Harris; 


Realty Co., acting for former Cir- 
cuit Judge Matt. G. Reynolds, re 
ceiver for the Lewis enterprises, are 
planning to build this spring. Con- 
tracts have been let for the erection on 
Kingsbury boulevard of four houses 
that will cost from $10,000 to $20,000 
apiece. Four houses, ranging from $10,- 
000 to $20,000, have just been completed 
on Kingsbury boulevard, including two 
on the south side, west of Williams 
street, by W. H. Herweck, a promoter. 

Surface improvements of Maryland 
terrace are being hastened, with a view 
of closing the tract out in the spring, 
many of the lots already having been 
disposed of by the Davis Realty Devel- 
opment Co., from the plats. 

An unp ndented demand is re- 
ported for tracts in this vicinity avail- 
able for park subdivision or for coun- 
try villas, 











Wittman, the proprietors of the Mo- 
ser Hotel, being the prospective les- 
sees. A hotel is also projected for 
the corner of Sixth and Pine streets, 
according to reports current yester- 
day. 

Manifestly the 
market is surcharged with 
building plans. 

A leading 8t. Louis trust company, it 
is understood, is dickering for a 9%- 
year lease of an Olive street corner 
west of Broadway. A skyscraper, with 
elaborate quarters for the trust com- 
pany, is planned for this site, which 
rs the most attractively situated in che 
business center of the city for an es- 
tablishment of this character.

WHITE WAY IS PLANNED 





Many Arc Lights Will Be Placed 
on Bridge All the Way to 
East St. Louis. 





The Terminal Ratllroad Association 
has completed plans for the erection 
of a trolley station at the entrance to 
the Eads Bridge at Third and Wasb- 
ington avenue, and will have it com- 
pleted in July. 

The old shed-like structures on the 
south side of the bridge, in use since 
the bridge was dedicated in 1874, will 
be removed, and the station and car 
shed will occupy all the available space. 
Chief Engineer Pfeifer had instructions 
to produce a building that would be 
an ornament as well as a utility. 

The bullding will have a frontage of 
36 feet on Third street and a depth of 
9% feet. The car shed will be 186 feet 
in length and will extend almost to 
Second street. It will be of the um- 
brella type, and will be constructed of}. 
steel and reinforced concrete. — 

The station will be of red brick with 
terra cotta trimroaings, and the frame 
will be of steel and concrete, making 
it fireproof. The interior will have 
enamel wainscoting and tiled floors, 
and the walis above the enamel will 
be arranged in frescoed panels. The 
ceilings will be similarly arranged. 

The main waiting room will be 64x35 
feet, and adjoining this will be rest 
rooms for men and women. The 
greater part of the second floor space 
will be used for a restaurant and 
kitchen. There will also be a ticket 
office on the first floor, and an office 
for the bridge railway company on the 
second floor. : 

The station and platform will be 
lighted with tungsten electric lagips and 
the bridge roadway from Third and 
Washington avenue to East St. Louis 
will be made a great “white way” by 
*he installation of arc lamps.

LONDON STILL HOPEFUL 


Balkan War Is Adversely In- 
fluencing Foreign Trade 
Markets. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 92.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekly financial 


review today, says: 

“Considering the constant reiteration 
of predictions that a setback in trade 
prosperity was about to happen, it must 
be conceded that industrial activity in 
this country has held up remarkably 
well. 

“Persistency of such prophecies some 
times has an effect of: its own in pro- 
moting unfavorable conditions; for, ai- 
though business activity in the ‘long 
run is by no means a matter of senti- 
ment, there are occasions when senti- 
ment is a powerful influence for good 
or bad. 

Sentiment Bearish. 

“When a pessimistic sentiment, based 
on vague and genetal grounds, is cou- 
pled with = real considerations as 
uncertainty arding the nature of a 
tariff revision n bill, and uncertainty over 
the character of foreign markets for our 
goods, there should be no surprise at a 
halt in domestic trade expansion. 

“Granting even a moderate altera- 
tion of the duties, it is not open to de- 
nial that plans in many industries must 
remain ‘more or less in abeyance until 
it is known just what the change will 
be, while as for the foreign consuming 
markets, it needs no argument to prove 
that home production, and in a measure 
home prices, would be influenced by in- 
crease orf decrease in their purchases of 
our merchandise. 

!‘The first of these conclusions was 
sufficiently demonstrated in the early 
months of 1909, when all markets re- 
ceded under the influence of the ap- 
proaching tariff legislation. 

“These conditions were even more 
strikingly brought out in 1900, when the 
Boer War crisis had precipitated severe 
liquidation in the European markets 
which we had looked upon as the main- 
stay of our industrial position, and when 
Wall street and American business men 
began actually to talk of a relapse 
into unfavorable times. 


Trade Has a Boom. , 


“As everyone now knows, the sequel to 
both those incidents was a renewal of 
trade activity and prosperity: in Amer- 
ica, more vigorous because of the pre- 
ceding reaction and delay 

“That is indeed the necessary outcome 
of an industrial movement based on sen- 
timent or on general expectations. If 
the réal forces underlying the domestic 
situation favor strength and expansion, 
the movement in that direction can only 
be postponed. 

“But it must also be remembered that, 
on occasions of the sort, the sequel will 
depend on how far the doubt and mis- 
giving which had colored business sen- 
timent are subsequently realized. 

“As regards the question of European 
trade conditions, that must be left to 
the progress of events. It has been 
felt by all experienced observers, ever 
since the character of the financial po- 
sition created by last October’s Bal- 
kan outbreak became visible, that if 
the commercial activity of the Conti- 
nental communities were to go on un- 
checked, it would be a marked excep- 
tion to all previous episodes of the sort. 


The Foreign Outlook. 


“What has occurred in various. parts 
of commercial Europe during the pres- 
ent week, has not surprised such 
watchers. It must be remembered that 
these European industrial markets have 
had three awkward influences to con- 
tend with under present circumctances 
—the fact that, in parts of Continental 
Europe, stock exchange speculation and 
the “trade boom” had _ already been 
carried too far before the war began; 
that markets having business relations 
with the Balkan States have been af- 
fected, not only by the interrupted pro- 
duction of those countries, but by the 
outright suspension of banking and 
mercantile payments, and, finaliy, that 
the stringent European money markets 
have stood in the way of = continuance 
of the existing status without substan- 
tial liquidation. The outcome of such 
a combination of influences has almost 
invariably been the same.

The Price Movement. 


In the first week of March the price 
crossed $1.%, hung around §1 to $1.06 
until the middle of April, when the mar- 
ket took fire on a winter-killing scare, 
and the price never stopped until it had 
reached $1.19. 

This year crop conditions are differ- 
ent than last, when the month of Feb- 
ruary was one of severe winter weather, 
but the winter wheat plant was sup- 
posed to have ample snow covering for 
protection, and it was not until the 
snow was off the ground that the win- 
ter-killing was discovered. 

Now a large area of the winter wheat 
belt is without snow covering, and a 
severe March might cause considerable 
plant injury, especial! — the month 
is as severe as it shoul to make up 
an average temperature oor the winter, 
which usually happens when the early 
winter is a very mild one. 

In 1911 May wheat sold down during 
the last two weeks in February, but la- 
ter ran into a minor squeeze in the 
Chicago market, and the price of the 
option went out at $1.04%, with the cash 
price around 9ic and supplies in the 
market nearly 20,000,000 bu.

Lincoln’s educational advantages included less than one year at rural public schools, while 
Davis attended’ no less than four collegiate institutions. First he spent a year or two at a 
Roman Catholic schoo] in Kentucky, then for a brief period he studied at a college in Mississippi. 
At Transylvania University, Lexington, Ky., he received the elements of a classical education, 
but in his seventeenth year his course was interrupted by his appointment to West Point. 


In 1828, after taking the four. years’ course at West Point, Davis became a commissioned 
officer in the United States army. * Thus, before: reaching. his majority, the Kentucky-born 
Southerner had enjoyed unusua] editieational facilities for those days and was receiving a regular 
salary in a profession for which his country had educated him. Lincoln, on the contrary, still 
was a raw-boned, uncouth backwoods. boy, working for hig father and living in another log cabin. 

For seven years Davis continued in the army,’serving ably on the Northwestern frontier. He 
was stationed for a time at Jefferson Barracks, near St: Louis. During this period tae un- 
schooled Lincoln also entered public service, as a member of the Lllinois Legislature. Davis, 
in 1835, retired from the army and married a daughter of Zachary Taylor, who lived in 
Kentucky, not far from the birthplace of Davis. Mrs. Davis died a few months later and Davis 
retired to a plantation in Mississippi, where. for seven years he lived in seclusion, devoting him- 
self to study. In 1845 he married Miss Varina Howell of Mississippi. 

In the meantime Lincoln, at Springfield and on. the Central Illinois circuit, was practicing 
law and diligently studying public problefhs. Again the parallel splits into opposite ways, for 
Davis became an ardent follower of John C. Calhoun, whose states’ rights doctrines eventually 
were to bring on the rebellion. Lincoln took. the ground that the Union was a nation instead 
of a loose-knit confederation of states. ) 

But for the Mexican War Lincoln and Davis would have served together in the lower house 
of Congress. Davis was elected from Mississippi in 1845, but when the war began next year 
he became Colonel of the First Mississippi Volunteers, distinguishing himself at Monterey and 
Buena Vista. While Davis was at the front in Mexico, Lincoln was serving his only term in 
Congress. : 

Both returned to their homes, but in 1847 the Governor of Mississippi appointed Davis to 
fill a vacancy in the Uniteq States Senate, and in 1850 he was elected to a full term. The next 
year he resigned to run for the governorship of his State against the Unionist candidate, 
but ‘was defeated. In 1853 he became Secretary of War under President Pierce, and at the 
close of Pierce’s administration he was re-elected to the Senate. 

Early in 1861 the parallel of coincidence again asserted itself.

'y to the fortune by which Lady Decies will be 
expected to impress the Irish aristocracy and to 
conciliate it to the new home rule regime. Or 
Morgan’s profits from the coup of organizing the 
Steel Trust may be employed on the other side 
of the earth to dazzle the Oriental mind with 
superb durbars. 

In India it is the policy of the English Gov- 
ernment for its Viceroys to excel in splendor 
the Moguls and Nabobs upon whom for centuries 
the gorgeors East has poured barbaric pearls and 
gold with richest hand; for the Indian intelli- 
gence is apt to judge power by the lavish display 
of riches. The Viceroy must be more splendid 
than any native potentate, and is compelled, 
usually much against his English will, to live 
in a state of kingly ‘grandeur and Olympian 
aloofness. Thus does he assist in awing hun- 
dreds of millions of alien subjects into loyalty 
to the crown. 

Harcourt’s advancement to this resplendent 
dignity when Lord Hardinge retires from office 
is regarded as a certainty by —nglish politicians. 
If it occurs, the appointment will be accompanied 
by his elevation to the peerage. 

In such a promotion there would be a poetic 
justice returned to his American spouse, who is 
credited with being the creator of the remarka- 
ble career by which her husband, six years aftar 
his entrance into Parliament, rose to be a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet, an asceh&t more dizzilv rapid 
than that of any of his contemporaries. 

To be sure, Harcourt entered public life with 
a name, inherited from his father, which is one 
of high honor in Liberal politics. His father, 
the Right Hon. Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
was a Cabinet member and was for years the 
right-hand man of Gladstone. 

But his son, affecting the indolence of an aris- 
tocrat, seemed, until after his marriage, to he 
absolutely devoid of ambition. His solid mental 
gifts and capacity for tireless industry were care- 
fully concealed. He took no pains to win friends, 
looked and felt thoroughly miserable in a draw- 
ing room, where he was supposed to make him- 
self pleasant to ladies, and seemed willing to 
saunter and lounge through life in pleasant idle- 
ness.

Inspired Him With “Hustle.” 


Upon this loitering personality his American 
wife’s influence was dynamic. In a higher sphere 
she was passionately inspired with ‘Yankee 
hustle.” She perceived the latent gifts of her 
husband and with fiery energy spurred him on 
t>» employ them in political life. By her cease- 
less encouragement of his smallest efforts she 
gradually imparted to him her own ambition. 
Five years after their marriage he entered Par- 
liament. A year later, in 1905, he was in office, 
being appointed to the position of First Commis- 
sioner of \VorFs. 

When she took him in 
as he was nickna.ned, was abnormally reserved 
and shy, and was even regarded by some as a 
disagreeable man, whore manners repelled those 
who would have been friendly to him on account 
o* his father.

The wife of the Irish Viceroy is the official 
head of the island’s society. In Dublin she takes 
precedence of the ladies of the greatest digni- 
taries of church and state, whether they be wives 
of Archbishops or Royal Princes, or whether 
they belong to haughty Irish houses which can 
trace their nobility far into the ages before the 
Norman conquest.

She today regarded as one of the most 
charming of the great body ot Liberal hostesses. 
Pitfalls await the political hostess in England 
at every turn, for a small crror may be sufficient 
to wound the vanity and alienate the support of 
her husband's followers. Such a training in tact 
and social finesse would be an excellent prepara- 
tion for the lofty but difficult position of wife 
of the Viceroy of India. 

Lord Decies’ career has been military, rather 
than political. He spent many years in the army, 
in India and South Africa. His family is one 
of the oldest and noblest in Ireland. By his 
abstinence from politics he has avoided making 
enemies. The conservatism attaching to his an- 
cient lineage would make him persona grata to 
the great body of conservatives in Ireland whom 
the new Government will be anxious to conciliate. 
His wife is an heiress to the Gould millions. 
For all these reasons Lord Decies is regarded as 
one of the two most powerful candidates fur the 
position of Viceroy of Ireland. 

John Redmond, the Irish leader ihe House 
of Commons, has frequently said that a heme 
rule government in Ireland must be strengthened 
by the leadership of a conservative Vic2roy. Lord 
Decies is so far from being a Radical or even a 
Liberal that he has had leanings towards the 
Unionist party, which opposes home rule. He 
has qualified this position, however, by stating: 
“Before all, | am an Irishman.” 

“I was born on Irish soil,” he continued, in 
an interview given in New York before his mar- 
riage, “‘and in that soil I hope to be buried. There 
is no place in the world where a Beresford can 
feel at home except in the land where his fore- 
bears have dwelt for centuries. 

“Whatever system of government may be estab- 
lished in Ireland, it will continue to be my coun- 
try—the country of my home; and [Tf have not 
the faintest doubt that my liberty and my pos- 
sessions will be perfectly safe under any laws 
which Irishmen may pass. 

“To make Iretand the happiest and most pros- 
perous country in the world, nothing is peces- 
sary except union of all classes, creeds «nd locali- 
ties, in an effort to improve conditions throrgh- 
out the whole island.”

Lord ltecfes, on 
the other hand, has two advantages which may 
cause all of Dunraven’s long-tighted strategy te 
have been in vain. The Earl is a widower, and 
Lord Decies has a young, charming ang wealthy 
wife. The Earl's title is less ‘han a century old, 
and consequently his house hus had ne time In 
which to establish widespread ac i: finential « on- 
nections of kinship. 

But Lord Decies belongs to ithe ‘sich family 
of the Beresfords, of which the Marquis of Wa- 
terford is the head. The Beresfords are con- 
nected in the female line with the four oldest 
and most powerful families of Ireland—the Fitz- 
geralds, the Butlers, the Burkes and the Fitz- 
patricks. So that Decies is likely to have the 
support of the heads of these families, who are, 
respectively, the Duke of Leinster, the Marquis 
of Ormond, the Marquis of Clanricarde and the 
Ear! of Castletown. 

The new Viceroy of Ireland must be an Irish 
peer, for the appointment of an English or a 
Scotch nobleman would be inconceivable. The se- 
lection, as is thought in London, lies between 
Dunraven and Decies, and of the two, aceordine 
to many political students, the latter seems to 
have a shade tte best of it.

HAVE heard a plyoto- 
graph make a speecll. 

I have heard a phipto-

The photographs that did these extraordinary 
“stunts” were moving pictures upon a screen. 
Every motion of the figures in them was accom- 
panied at that instant by the proper sound. 

The seance took place in a big room on the top 
floor of the Edison laboratory at Llewellyn Pars. 
The screen on which the photographs moved aua 
talked occupied one end of the room; the magic 
lantern that projected the pictures was near the 
ceiling at the other end. A stolen peep behind 
the curtain revealed a large phonograph wit! its 
hern open toward and almost touching tke canvas 
screen. 

Tomorrow night in a hundred theaters the wor!d 
a! large may see just what I saw last week. 

As the days and weeks went by designs multi- 
plied and models grew to completion. Tens of 
thousands of dollars were spent on models. 
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“Mr. Edison, there is a model of design No. —— 
ready to be tested. It looks good to me,” said 
Miller Reese Hutchison, the chief engineer. 

“Looks good, eh?” chuckled Mr. Edison. “Weil, 
let us see.” 

Together the white-haired chief and the active 
young lieutenant went to the testing room, where 
a model of the phonograph that would work at 
a distance awaited them. 

They put & through its paces, trying how it 
took conversation on the stage 40 feet away, how 
it took the music of a piano, a violin, a harp, the 
ljuman voice, a large chorus, an orchestra, and 
liow it reproduced them. 

“It won’t do,” said Mr. Edison. Then he ex- 
p ‘nined what were the defects of the model. If 
the principle was wrong the whole thing went 
to \the scrap heap at once. If the principle was 
rigi\t but the workmanship was defective, Mr. 
Edi:jon pointed out what needed changing or im- 
proving. 

A tlip of paper is handed to Mr. Edison. 
a pri nted form. Upon it is written: 

“I suggest that 3-16-inch steel be used for spring 
No. 8.3, instead of 1-4-inch, as heretofore. 

“JOHN SMITH.” 

Smit.» is one of the workmen. In his work on 
the mathine he has noticed that spring No. 83 
is exerting a trifle more power than should be 
exerted. It has occurred to him that the opera- 
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tion would be improved by a very slightly more 
resilient metal. Edison takes the slip and in- 
dorses a reference of it to the engineering de- 
partment. The change is tried. A few hours or 
days or weeks, as the case may be, elapse, and the 
slip is returned to the chief with the comment 
tbat the change produces the effect desired. 

No detail is too trivial for attention. The 
change of the diameter of a tiny screw receives as 
respectful consideration as a new principle in me- 
chanics. 

Years pass. The making and remaking of 
models is incessant. The phonograph has been 
entirely rebuilt, you might almost say reinven‘- 
ed, for there is scarcely a part of it that has 
not been changed. The synchronizing mechanism 
has been perfected. Everything is working like 
a charm. 

“Mr. Edison,” says Mr. Hutchison, “we are 
ready now for the final test of the kinetophone.”’ 

Again the white-haired man and his young chief 
lieutenant go together to the testing room, as 
they have gone so many hundre’1 times before. 

The duplex mactine is set to work. The pic- 
tures appear upon the screen and the figures in 
trem talk and sing to perfection. 

Mr. Edison sits and smiles and criticises. He 
has not seen many of these films.

After a long «tay in a hospital, Miss Wise weat 
abroad. Her musical talents attracted the atten- 
tion of Emma Eames, who urged the girl to study 
for grand opera. Sure that her protege would 
achieve success, the prima donna herself began to 
give the fortunate Baltimore girl three lessons 4 
week. 

That Miss Wise made the most of her opportun- 
ity was shown by her rapid advance. In the enc 
her voice did gain laurels for her, though not o! 
the kind that Mme. Eames or the girl hac 
creamed of. 

The new Duchess is not tall, has light brown 
hair and dark blue eyes, with dark lashes and a 
pale complexion. She is remarkable for her vi- 
vacity and ability to talk with sure knowledge on 
almost any subject. The Duke is 37 years old. 
He always told his friends that he would marry 
only for love and that he would wait until he was 
sure that he had found the right girl. 

But certainly the Duc de Richelieu did not need 
tu contract an alliance for money! On the deat! 
of his mother he will inherit half of her great for- 
tune, and he receives an allowance from her that 
is princely. His mother, born in New Orleans, as 
the daughter of Michael Heine, a leading banker 
there, enjoys the distinction of being the only 
American woman who ever attained  sovereirn 
rank in the Old World, and has figured in the 
courts of Europe, not among the mere nobility, 
but among the crowned heads. She gained pos- 
session of her place on a throne through her mar- 
riage to her second husband, the reigning Prince 
of Monaco, from whom she is legally separated. 

The present Duke is the third of the present 
creation. Through his mother he is related to the 
Millenberger, the Hop*ins, the Pollock and the 
Marigny families of New Orleans. He has been 
twice reported as engazed, first to Miss liwin. sis- 
ter of the Countess cf Limerick, and on another 
geeasion to Mile. Paulire de St. Sauveur. 

The Dukedom of Richelieu, at the death of the 
great Cardinal, was bequeathed, with the King’s 
permission, to his grandnephew; that is to say. 
t. the grandson of one of the Cardinal's sisters, 
and finally came to be the possession of an Ameri- 
can woman’s son. 

There are other French Dukes with American 
blood in their veins. One is the 4-year-old Duc 
de Chaulnes et de Picquigny, tenth of his line, 
whose mother was Miss Theodora P. Shonts. The 
Duc Decazes will, in due course, be succeeded in 
his honors by his son Louis, born of his marriage 
te the late Isabel Singer, and also will come in for 
much of the wealth which his American mother 
derived from her father’s sewing machine inven- 
tion. Then there is the Duc de Praslin, whose 
Boston wife was formerly Mrs. Charles Hamilton 
Paine. His mother was Miss Elizabeth Forbes of 
New York. 

The present Duc de Richelieu is simple and un- 
affected in his ways, and is much praised for 
his common sense. For several years he has beon 
lionized at Newport, where a Duke is dearly 
loved. 

The new Duchess is also of distinguished anccs- 
try. Her father, the late Capt. Frederick May 
Wise, won cistinction in the United States Navy, 
and the Wises were favorites in social circles of 
the navy set.

“In every case which he has treated with the 
poison there have resulted not only permanent 
cures and a decrease in the frequency of epileptic 
attacks, but there has always followed a general 
building up of the physical and mental condition 
of the epileptic. He recently exhibited to the 
writer eight cases which were under his observa- 
tion. Through the use of snake venom the epi- 
leptic attacks of the sufferers have either been 
permanently cured or have not ocurred for peri- 
ods of from four months to three years. 

“One was the case of an 1ll-year-old gir!, who 
had been taking the venom injections at wee lv 
intervals for seven months. The first week sie 
had a series of three modified att:c’ s in 24 hou sg. 
At the time I saw her she had tad onl, three 
minor attacks in seven months. She now atiends 
school regularly and i8 physically well.” 

Not content with observing these effects, Dr. 
Spangler attempted to work out an explanation of 
why the poison from a deadly reptile has so bene- 
ficent an influence upon epilepsy. 

It had previously been determined that epilepss 
is due to the coagulation of blood within the 
system. In normal persons, the blood clots only 
when exposed to the air. In others, in whom 
lesions occur in various organs, the blood may 
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from two and one-half to iiiree minutes. 

The effect of rattlesnake poison, he decided, 
was to retard blood coagulation, for in the cases 
of epileptics treated with the venom the time of 
coagulation was increased in six months to be- 
tween five and six minutes, or only a little less 
than the normal period. With the blood improved 
into this condition, epilepsy, his theory is, be-

In still others, 
whose blood cells are attacked by a germ, it is 
believed, the fluid may clot in the arteries. The 
last class of cases is afflicted with epilepsy. 

It is held that when the blood, under the ef- 
fects of disease, coagulates within the system, 
there result that sudden unconsciousness and the 
convulsions which are characteristic of epileptics. 
Experiments of Dr. Spangler showed that while 
healthy bleod requires seven minutes to coagu- 
late in the open air, that of epileptics clots in

Dr. Spangler believes that his venom treatment 
of epilepsy will ultimately be used by the medi- 
cal fraternity everywhere and that it will prove 
a great boon to man'ind. He was the first physi- 
cian in the country to employ rattlesnake poison 
in the treatment of epilepsy. 

His discoveries have made so striking an im- 
pression in the medical world that arrangements 
are under way for the erection of a sanitarium in 
Philadelphia, which will be consecrated to the 
rattlesnake as a healer of disease, and which the 
physician will use exclusively in the venom treat- 
ment of epileptics. 

The fame of the humble rattler 
moment of moral aberration, bit epileptic 
Texan, has thus spread to the Atlantic.

you wish to make, whether you wish it to be close 
fitting or of a Tam o’ Shanter shape. This is 
best done by making perfect squares of maline 
and putting one on top of the other to the num- 
ber required. Then thicknesses make a nice even- 
ing hat and 20 makes a hat which can be worn 
on the street in cold weather. Baste Your ma- 
line together and fold it according to the dia- 
gram, then cut it. This is the easiest way to 
make a perfect circle. 

Mark the halves and quarters of the maline 


‘with white thread and make the same markings 


ou the crinoline band. This is so you can equal- 


‘ize the fulness of the maline about the band. 


Pleat your maline to the band as shown by the 
iNustration. The pleats all turn one way fur 
one-half the distance around the head band, and 
the other way for the rest. It is best to pin the 
pieats in before sewing, as in this way you can 
tell what height of maline will be the most be- 


‘coming. You can either turn back or cut oft 


the maline which comes down over the head 
band. 

Make a roll of the sata and cover the out- 
side of the head band. You can use a strip of 
Bulgarian embroidery for this purpose, an ostrich 
band, a band of jet, a piece of ribbon or silk or 
whatever suits your fancy. 

You are now ready to make the wings. Take a 
strip of maline about twenty-four or twenty-five 
inches long and of eight thicknesses. Sew the 


ends as {llustrated and cut off. Turn it inside out, 


or rather right side out. Now take a piece of fine 
black silk-covered wire, twice the longest length

Those of the breast may be cut 
halfway down. Of the coarser feathers only the 
points should be included.
